Minnesota Farm 
Funeral 
Services Will 
Occur 


Saturday Morning at Catho­ 


lic Church. 


The remains of Leo Prendergast, 
the unfortunate young man who lost 
his life yesterday in tile I. & O. ear 
barns in Shelbvviile, were brought to 
this city last night about ten o’clock 
on the traction line and taken to his 
home west of this city. 
His sisters 
and brothers, who live in varions parts 
of the country, were apprised of the 
sad accident late yesterday afternoon 
and in all prohibit!tv w ill be here to 
attend the funeral. 
Prendergast 
left 
here 
yesterday 
morning to 'work on the Phil Wilk 
cement floor contract in the car barns. 
He was accompanied by John D aw ­ 
son, of this city. 
They did no fgo to 
work un til IO o’clock and at 11 : ’>0 
o’clock Prendergast 
was 
a corpse, 
after working 
little less than two 
hours. 
The men were engaged in making 
excavations for the cement pits w hich 
are used bv the workmen to stand in 
while repairing and cleaning the m a­ 
chinery underneath tile traction cars. 
Prendergast 
had just 
remarked to 
Dawson, who was in the pit w ith him 
that it must be about dinner time. 
This sentence 
was 
followed bv a 
piercing cry. 
Turning. Dawson saw 
that Prendergast had fallen in the pit 
and both hands w ere on his knees. 
He 
soon was at the side of the lifeless 
body. 
Physicians and workmen were 
summoned and the unfortunate man 
w as lifted out of the pit. 
His body 
was in no manner burned, showing 
little evidence that lie had been elec­ 
trocuted, and several of the workmen 
about tho place con tended that it must 
have been a case of heart failure. 
Since th© high reason voltage has 
been turned on from this city, the- 
power of voltage in the car barns has 
been reduced from ft50 volts to 550 
volts 
Many of 
the workmen have 
received tills amount of voltage, and 
never suffered any ill effect from it, 
Iii fact any man 
who has worked 
around electricity long runs against 
500 volts often. 
There was a wire 
w ith a voltage of ,v»o running along a 
support beam near the pit, and it is 
thought 
by nome 
that Prendergast 
either touched or rubbed against this 
and owing to the dampness of the pit 
in which the young man was working 
it made him an easy victim. 
Coroner Bass was summoned from 
M orristown, and made a prelim inary t 
investigation into the causes leading : 
to the death. 
Speaking of the lamentable death 
last night,‘Rural carrier Antiman said 
that he carried the letter Saturday, 
which 
summoned 
Prendergast 
to 
work, and resulting in his untim ely 
death. 
Mr. Aultm an remarked that 
that was one letter which he wished 
he had lost. 
The young 
man had innumerable 
friends in this county, and the news 
of his death came as a shock to them. 
LATER -—Coroner Bas.*, of Shelby- 
county, came 
here today 
to 
hold 
au inquest on the boily of Leo Pren- 
dersgast 
Prendergast’s folks object 
ed. seeing no cause for such action. 
end the coroner returned home. 
It is understood that Coroner Bass 
was of the opinion th at Prendergast 
died 
from 
heart 
failure. 
Several 
witnesses were examined yesterday, 
and everyone said that Prendergast 
was u o tn ear any wires, and could not 
‘lave been electrocuted 
There were 
no burns or m arks on hi* boily save a 
little bruise on one thumb 
William Bedman, who wa* working 
with Prendergast said the young man 
was overcome w ith heart failure, and 
could not possibly have been killed by 
electricity, a* he (Redm an) had taken 
out the w iring of the place, and had 
handled them w ithout receiving any 
shock. 
Tire body was found, w ith

The place is well improved, having an 
eight room house, large barns, an a r­ 
tesian well, well stocked and ©quipjied 
with the very beer of modern farming 
implement* aiid'm achinery. 
The many friends "of Mr. Frazee — 
or 
rather 
Charley 
Frazee —would 
regret to see him move away, but the 
management of the large farm carries 
with it a g u aran tee in the way of an 
annual salary, anti is an 'excellent op­ 
portunity for a young man. 
Charley 
has been Republican County C hair­ 
man of this county fo r’ several years, 
and in a political way, he will be 
sorely missed, for he has proven him ­ 
self an efficient 
chairman in every 
respect. 
He lias staunch 
friends in 
both political parti©*, and this is a 
strong asset for a county chairman. B 
If suitable arrangements can be made 
he will sign a conract Friday to re­ 
move to the Northwest.

chronicle a deal which Charley made 
this week, that was"enough to disgust 
a man w ith any community and drive 
him out of the State. 
He had tiro
